Georgia victories provide edge 
with Harris acting as tiebreaker

ATLANTA — Democrats will control 
the U.S. Senate after Raphael Warnock and 
Jon Ossoff defeated their Republican oppo- 
nents in Georgia’s two runoff elections, 
helping to reshape the first two years of Joe 
Biden's presidency by giving Democrats a 
clearer path to enacting their legislative pri- 
orities. 

Edison Research called the race for War- 
nock early Wednesday and for Ossoff in the 
afternoon. 

The victories are a historic upset in a 
longtime Republican bastion, signaling a 
clear shift in the political makeup of the 
state, which Biden won in November. War- 
nock, 51, will be the first African American 
Democratic senator from a former Confed- 
erate state, and Ossoff, 33, will be the youn- 
gest newly elected Democratic senator 
| since Biden in 1973. 

The wins also mark only the second time 
“in nearly three decades that two Democrats 
` will represent Georgia in the Senate. 
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A policeman directed members of Congress to safety as a mob tried 
to enter the House of Representatives on Wednesday.

WASHINGTON — As a violent 
mob of President Donald Trump’s 
supporters pounded on the House 
chamber’s doors after breaching se- 
curity at the U.S. Capitol on Wednes- 
day, Dallas Rep. Colin Allred — a 
hulk of a man who once played in the 
NFL — took off his jacket and tie. 

“I was prepared for whatever 


might come,” he said. 


The second-term Democrat then 
texted his wife, Aly, who was at home 
with their 23-month-old son, Jor- 


dan. 


“Whatever happens, I love you,” 


he wrote. 


She texted back, “I love you, too.” 


With the glass starting to shatter 
on doors barricaded by furniture,

WASHINGTON — A pro- 
Trump mob stormed the U.S. 
Capitol on Wednesday, bring- 
ing violence and insurrection 
into the halls of Congress and 
delaying debates over Presi- 
dent-elect Joe Biden's Electoral 
College victory. 

The extraordinary breach in 
the afternoon largely deflated a 
push led by Sen. Ted Cruz anda 
few others to stall the final, for- 
mal affirmation of President 
Donald Trump's defeat. Cruz’s 
challenge to the Arizona slate 
failed, with a vote of 93-6 in the 
Senate. 

In the House, more than 
half of the Republicans voted to 
toss out Arizona's electors, but 
the challenge failed 303-121 
Wednesday night, leaving 47 
more states for Congress to re- 
view in joint session. Proceed- 
ings were continuing late into 
the night. 

Trump had stoked the pas- 
sions earlier in the day by spin- 
ning a conspiracy tale about a
